No  sooner  than  the  opening  of  the  Vistor’s  Center  at 
the  Ilemis-Fair  ’68,  the  Church  is  making  plans  for  the 
consti'uction  of  another.  The  new  one  is  to  be  built  in  In- 
dependence, Mo.  Presently  more  than  a score  of  visitor’s 
' centers  are  operated  by  the  Church  on  the  grounds  of  the 
thirteen  temples  and  at  places  of  historical  interest  to  the 
Mormon  people. 

JACKSON  COUNTY  BUILDING 
The  site  of  the  visitor’s  center  is  on  part  of  the  land 
that  was  dedicated  by  Joseph  Smith  for  the  temple  “in  the 
center  place  of  Zion.”  Originally  63.27  acres  were  dedicated. 
The  Church  presently  holds  18  acres. 

The  edifice  will  be  a two-story  concrete  building  faced 
in  white  stone.  Inside  visual  displays  will  be  used  to  show 
the  historical  significance  of  the  Jackson  County  area.  Art 
in  the  form  of  painting.

Bacteriologist  Richard  D.  Sagers  other  related  research  is  to  learn 


has  received  a five  year  grant 
from  the  National  Institute  of  Gen- 
eral Medical  Sciences  to  research 
“Enzymes  and  Co-factors  Associ- 
ated with  Glycine  metabolism.” 

Dr.  Sagers,  author  of  41  papers 
concerning  activities  of  bacteria 
and  enzymes,  has  been  studying 
bacterial  enzyme  phenomena  for 
several  years. 

The  newly  received  grant  valued 
at  approximately  $23,000  per  year 
will  enable  Dr.  Sagers  to  probe 
deeper  into  the  enzymatic  sequence 
in  metabolism  of  the  amino  acid, 
glycine,  not  only  in  bacteria,  but 
also  in  higher  forms  of  life. 

“'The  ultimate  goal  of  this  and

the  cellular  control  mechanism 
which  regulates  all  of  the  functions 
so  that  the  differences  between 
normal  and  abnormal  cells  can  be 
determined,”  explained  Dr.  Sagers.
